LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 
The  New  Bedford  Sunday  Standard -Times  of  December  3  states  as  follows: 

"Staple  cotton  markets  continued  inactive  during  the  past  week  and 
there  was  little  buying  throughout  New  England,  though  a  few  irregular 
flares  of  buying  interest  resulted  in  some  scattered  trading  in  limited 
amounts.    Mills  are  still  very  much  concerned  over  the  lack  of  forward 
buying,  and  most  New  England  fine  goods  mills  are  practically  reduced  now 
to  their  fancy  goods  orders  to  keep  the . plant  running  at  all,  *** 

"In  spite  of  the  lack  of  adequate  business,  price  of  staple  cotton  of 
all  kinds  remained  very  firm  and  in  some  cases  basis  was  stiffer,  if 
anything.     Bargain  lots  have  been  largely  eliminated  from  the  market  and 
the  absence  of  sales  pressure  has  made  a  -situation  much  tighter  than  is 

usual  thus  early  in  the  cotton  season. 

*  *  * 

■ "Scattered  inquiry  for  Pima  cotton  has  resulted  in  several  small  lot 
sales  during  the  past  week  or  ten  days',  and  number  twos  have  been  moving 
on  a  basis  of  23  to  23g-  cents,  while  24g-  to  25  cents  has  been  quoted  for 
number  ones  with  full  staple.    Number  threes  have  been  available  around 
21-g-  to  22  cents. 

"Egyptians  have  advanced  in  price  quotations  owing  to  changes  in  the  rate 
of  Sterling  Exchange,  and  high  grade  Sakel  is  now  quoted  at  25  cents  or 
more  with  medium  grade  available  around  23-|-  to  24  cents.    High  grade 
uppers  for  shipment  from  Alexandria  are  quoted  2ljy  to  22  cents  and  medium 
grade  about  half  a  cent  lower.    No  business  is  reported  this  week  as  mills 
are  unwilling  'to  meet  the  new  quotations.

"Scattered  odd  lot  sales  constituted  almost  the  only  trading  in  staple 
cotton  markets  here  and  elsewhere  during  the  past  week,  and  cotton  merchants 
report  it  is  hard  to  get  mills  to  show  the  slightest  buying  interest.  The 
moderate  inquiry  for  certain  of  the  longer  staple  lengths  which  featured 
the  close  of  last  week  led  to  a  little  business,  some  of  it  at  rather  full 
prices,  but  there  was  no  continuation  of  the  buying.     The  result  is  that 
some  of  the  longer  lengths  are  offered  this  week  slightly  under  the  quota- 
tions of  a  week  ago  and  even  under  the  levels  at  which  the  actual  trading 

was  done,  but  there  were  no  further  sales  reported.

"Cotton"  of  Manchester,  issue  of  November  25,  1933,  contains  the 
following  dispatch  from  the  Societe  Cotonniere  d'Egypte,  S.A.E. ,  Suecrs. 
de  la  Liaison  G.  D.  Sarris ,  of  Alexandria,  dated  November  17th:- 

Very  little  cotton  is  new  left  in  the  fields,  and  this  only  in 
a  few  districts  in  Eehera  and  North  Garbieh.     The  last  days  of  the 
picking  season  were  favoured  with  exceptionally  nice  weather. 

With  regard  to  the  next  crop,  it  was  just  officially  announced 
that  the  Government  does  not  intend  to  enforce  any  restrictions 
whatsoever.     This  announcement  is  likely  to  be  of  great  importance. 
A  further  increase  of  the  acreage  is  certain.     Cotton  is  the  only 
crop  that,  even  at  actual  prices,  leaves  a  small  remuneration  to  planter

"Inquiry  was  reported  for  Pima  but  only  very  limited  trading  was  done. 

Number  twos  of  at  least  inch  and  nine-sixteenths  staple  length  were 
priced  at  23g  to  24  cents,  and  number  ones  at  24-^-  to  25  cents,  while 
number  threes  could  be  had  at  22  to  22^  cents.    Scattered  small  lot 
trading  was  the  extent  of  the  week's  Pima  activity. 

"Egyptians  have  been  inactive  during  the  week,  but  only  ten  days  ago 
were  bought  in  seme  volume  for  tire  yarn  purposes.    Medium  to  high  grade 
Sakel  is  quoted  between  23  and  24  cents,  with  occasional  lots  of  medium 
grade  around  22  to  22|r  cents.    Medium  to  good  grade  Egyptian  uppers  are 
priced  between  20  and  21  cents  but  have  not  been  active.
